REPORT B, 

Report of the Committee on Education. 

We, your committee report as follows: 

We rejoice that despite the stringency of the times, Dakota Uni- 
versity has enjoyed a year of constantly increasing prosperity. The 
enrollment of students for the college year closing June last, reached 
190, an increase of 15 per cent, over the previous year. The enroll- 
ment for the fall term of the present year has already reached 150, an 
increase of 33 per cent, over any preceding year for the fall term, 
giving promise of an attendance during the winter exceeding any year 
of the entire history of the school. So efficient has been the manage- 
ment of the finances, and so liberal have been the contributions of the 
Conference to the general fund, that the current expenses have been 
met, and the standing indebtedness reduced during the year to $500. 
The indebtedness still remaining is $7,260 with open accounts and bills 
receivable, allowing all possible shrinkage, aggregating $300. Such 
splendid results in the face of shrinking values and the discouragements 
arising from the wide spread business paralysis existing in all lines of 
industry, commend our confidence and should stimulate the entire Con

ference to renewed and vigoroiis effort to enlarge its contributions and 
to increase the enrollment of students. 

For the first time in the history of the college, all the four years 
of its collegiate departments are fully organized. Students in all 
grades from the preparatory to the senior classes will henceforth make 
up our annual movement. In addition to the number completing the 
Science Normal and the special departments, this year eight will gradu- 
ate from the regulai collegiate department. Our college is no longer 
an experiment, but has demonstrated its right to live and to command 
the respect and confidence of Dakota Methodism. 

Valuable contributions have been made to the library during the 
year by Dr. Jordan and Bro. M. E. Nickerson. Your committee com- 
mend the example of these brethren. It may be easily imitated by 
each one of us. In this good work we can secure the cooperation of 
the laity, and in a short time construct a library of great value to the 
students, and credit to the University.

WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

We are all conscious of a double life, the visible, and the 
invisible; and the visible, or outward life, is affected by two 
sets of forces — the helping and the hindering; or, what we 
call difficulties and encouragements. At the opening of this 
Conference year the difficulties seemed many and the en- 
couragements few. A change in secretaries, every year for 
three years, made the work hard to take up. District secre- 
taries resigned, letters were not answered, a half-fare permit 
could not be procured, and when at length a trip was ar- 
ranged, congregations were small, and collections smaller. 
In one town, nothing could be done on account of a circus 
fifteen miles away, which drew the people thither. A train 
was delayed, and an appointment missed, where, with great 
effort, a meeting had been arranged. At a camp meeting, 
just before the hour set apart for missionary service, two 
men were drowned almost in sight of the auditorium. One 
secretary wrote that their special work was “trying to live,” 
another, that she had to do all her work for Jesus “on the 
run.” A district secretary forgot she had been appointed.

Now, what w'as the connecting link, the magic influence 
at work which made such an outcome possible; so r that 
seeming failure was turned into a glorious victory; so that, 
in the tow'n where the circus interfered, thirteen dollars were 
collected by the devoted lady in w'hose care the w'ork w'as 
left, the auxiliary w'hose special work was “trying to live” 
W'as able to double its contribution, and even where our meet- 
ing was so sadly interfered w'ith, a good subscription w'as 
secured.^ It w'as always and only the blessing of God in an- 
swer to prayer, and to Him be the glory. 
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Sioux Falls district held a profitable convention in May, 
at Elk Point. The presence of Miss Phelps, from Japan', 
and her native helper, greatly added to the interest.
